On November 26, 19^3* the Philadelphia Division 
advised following had been received by an Individual requesting 
his Identity be protected. Source stated he lived in New Orleans 
and was employed there as race horse groom up until August , 1963. 
Stated he Is ex-Marlne, suffered nervous breakdown during 
World War II, and received Government disability. Source 
appeared generedly rational during convers^^n. ^

_Alrllne_Hlghway . ,Ne.w, Orleans A TRAEGEL. NORMAN 
L6 BLANC, close friend of TRfeGEL. and his horse trainer, and 
one "PROFESSOR" (TNU), were looking at an advertisement which 
appeared In a detective magazine regarding foreign made rifle 
which was sold for $12.98, and TRAEG]^ stated to those present. 
Including source; "This would be a nice rifle to buy to get the 
President. There Is a price on the President's head and other 
members of the KENNEDY family. Somebody will kill KENNEDY 
vrtien he comes down South." 

Source described TRAEGEL as extremely antl-KENNEDY 
and antl-NegTO, very outspoken, and has made many slanderous 
remarks re President and Mrs. KENNEDY. 

He further stated VINCENT MARCELLO, New Orleans 
racketeer, is close friend of TRAEGEL and financial backer of 
TRAEGEL *s business. MARCELLO known by him to travel to Dallas ■ 
on’majny occasions and is believed to own night club In Dallas.

( I s^ted that he has never heard BERNARD 

ALFRED TREGLE make any coMents that he could construe as 
being a threat to physically ham the President of the United 
States or any other Governmental official. He said he 
a segregationist and is aware that TREGI^ felt the same, 
but in relation to this, he had never heard TREGLE make a»y : , . - 
comments indicating ho desired to \ise force or violence to 
oppose integration. He said he was at TREGLE s home book, 

6115 Airline Highway, between 1:00 and 2:00 P.M. , November 22, 
1963 . when he learned of the President's death; and he 
recalls that TREGLE and all others at the establishment were / 
genuinely upset because of the President's death. 

According to l^BIANC, he does not know anyone who 
used to hang oat at TREGLE's, known as the "professor. - :

He said that a NORMAN LEBLANC is a professional 
horse trainer who had worked for TREGLE during the early ’ 

Dart of 1963 when TREGLE had race horses. He 

LEBLANC was presently a horse trainer for a EMIL MARCHKHD. He 
“id Sal^MANC spends all of his spare time at TREGLE *s * 
horse book or the Lounnor Restaurant, 6115 Airline Highway , . 
which is located in front of the horse book. TREGLE stated, r 
that he recalls November 22, 1963, and all d^i^ that day - 
he was around his place of business; and it is his recollection 
that NORMAN JOSEPH LEBLANC was either at the horee bar^ at 
Jefferson Downs Race Track or at 6115 Airline Highway that 
day. TREGLE said he. has never known anyone 

TMGLE's Bar (now called the Lounnor Restaurant),- called "tae 
Professor." .V ' . 

According to TREGLE he believes in segregat ion and 
, g result has never’ agreed with President JOHN F. ENNMY s 
Civil Rights Program; and in connection with this he feels 
that it is his prerogative to do so and express himself 
accordingly. He stated, however, that he can never recall 
at any time making any comments which could be construed as a 
tlrllt in JiS part to kill the President of the 
or anyone else. He could not recall any i^ident in which i 
he was looking at a rifle advertisement and then eventing 
that this rifle could be used to harm anyone; and further, 

he could not recall ever saying ®f Sonthorn " •

TREGLE stated that although ho did not like * ‘ 

President KENNEDY as a President ho has never been 
with any organization of a political nature that Had a 
purp 08 W~ "fighting** the current administrati«i& Cxvil Rights prOifram. 
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He stated he would never stoop to violence of any kind against 
anyone and he has never been associated with anyone to his •, 
knowledge who advocates violence to promote their aims and 
purposes. He said he considers himself a patriotic American- 
and he is appalled at anyone who would kill an official of 
the United States Government, particularly the President of 
the country.
